PASSAGE RATES IN THE BAST.

The following article is from the-Shanghai 
Oaurter :— 5 
In various quartors of the East tho attoation 
‘othe public has of late bean drawn. to the heavy 
charge of passage rates, and this ansutisfactory 
atate of things seems nat anly to-be confined to 
the coasts of China and Japan, but in India also 
has the public yoiva been raised, and schemes 
have been brought forward to amond matters, co 
ag to somewhat curtail travelling expouiss, which 
under the prasont régime make it, for the mn 
jority of Baropesns residing abroad, and tn furs 
ther Asia nspecially, a thing of the’ swootly im- 
possible to pay once anda while a visit to the 
shores of dear homo. Thus wo find it etated, for 
instance, that a sohemo has beon started in In- 
dis having for its object the forcing of the var- 
ions regular steamship companies now trating to 


that country ta reduce thei high ‘rates for - 


passages between Tudia and Bagland and vice 
versa. It is the intention of the projectora of 
the movement tn form a company, to bo oalled 
the “Anglo-Tndian Passenger Assooiation,” 
whoso aim it will bs ta anlist come two thousand - 
mombers, who by paying Rs. 8or Rs. 100 month 
will promde in tha near future a tand, onabling 
the Assonistion to send home and bring out fres 
at least {hres ‘handred passongary every year, 
first olnas, of course, We have italicised tho 
word “ free,” for its explanation is somewhat dit. 
fioult. Ifa mamber of the Association oontri- 
butes to the fund Rs, 10a month and goes home, . 
say, onod every six years, he will pay Rs. 720 for 
the double journey, those torms conferring on 
‘hing, eortaiuly, a considerable reduction, but 
hardly a free passage, Moreover, in the event 
of the shipping companies who have now com: 
mand ofthe traffic refusing to come to an ami- 
cable sottlenient, the reduced rates could only be 
obtained by the Association “obartering vessels 
for thoir own purpose.” But bow contd it be 
‘arranged that a fixed proportion of tho 2,000 


subsoribsrs shonld go home each year, what _ 


number would be sble to sail at one tims, how 
mary spsoral vessels would havo to bo chartered 
and at what intervals, and what about the question 
of cargoin tho onse of such a fluctuating serving ? 
Such questions as thesa wi.’ have to be.answer- 
ed before the proposed Anglo-Indian Passago As- 
sociation can hope for the support of practical 
men. Thot the end is a most desirable one 
everybody will cordially agroo. It is a glaring 
anomaly that the fare from Loudon to Bombay 
is £68; while the fare from London to Mel- 
bourne, either diract or via Bombay, more than 
double the distance, isonly £70, Bat the moans 
adopted to secure the end setm of doubtful offt- 
cacy, and it is certainly a soheme which ‘we 
would not propose. to residents in the Far Hast 
to adopt, for it will not work. India, with its 
largo numbers of military and yoveroment 
officers, is, of course, a much more profitable 
field for an uodertaking of this description, the 
difference of distance boing ‘already a point 
whith considerably weighs in the favour of 
such o sohome. Wo merely refer to the 
matter in order to show that othor parts of 
the great Asintio continent are as gensitive as 
we are to a speedy reform being introduced. A 
howe contemporary likowiso mentions tho glar- 
ing anomaly that existe in the present abarges 
from tho, Hast to England, Speaking 
new Canddian Pacific Route, the writec exp) 
hope that in the matter of passages the new rout 
would -bring aboot a considerable reduction of 
rates ruling at progont. For there was no donbt 
that the present rate of $3°0 from Yokohana 
to San Franciaod was about the most exorbitant 
in the world. He hoped the Canadian Pacifio 
Railway's ideas are, say, about $150, or $100 
loss than’ at'present, whén tho through rate 
from Hongkong to London by this ronte will 
bo about $300, It is enaily nnderstond that if 
inducements ware thus given to pasedagers the 
Canadian Paoific toute would come into fevour; 
especially will a cool weather route bean induco- 
ment, over the Red Sea, to those who have 
just passed through o hot trying summer, 
and tre homeward bound. These fow extracts 
will saffciently how that in various quarters 
the question of rates has. been movo , with, 
w® trust, a favourable rosult- in the near 
foture. Ou the other hand, it cannot be denied 
that {hore bas taken placn, during the Tat decade 
or two, % marked reduction’ in the. rates of 
passages, however not sufficient to meat the 
resent stato of affairs, aud if these romarks 
apply to the passage rates howeward, they hold. 
equally good, and more so, with respect to the 
faroa charged by covsting steamers. It vil 
be bere nat ont of place to cast. a retrospective 
gianco at the state of shipping twenty yours 
ago, which at the demo time will show how the 
trade to and from the East has becomo re- 
volutionized during the pest two decades. In 
1867 the ouly regular lines of etsamers running: 
from-itufope to the Hast were the P. & O. 
Company, the M. M. Company, and the then 
rogently inaugarated “ Bluo-Fanuel Line. 
Whilst the two former companics bad twelve 
Boata edeh on the tine (those of the P. & 0. 
Company aggregating no more than 20,000 


of the .

Pricas were 
tho lowoat over known for the first new teas, aud 
about two-pence a pound, or nearly 25 .per cont, 
under last year's opening tates for Shantama, 
which, costing by the book 74d, wers.aold at 64d. 
Mediam teas gre soraping out in seme casas, or 
giving small losses, while the few fine teas sold 
are said to.be covering cost. This is a very 
m Jancholy result when it is remembéred that 
thovo wus no more now ton to arrive for nt least 
a wook, that tha crop gonorally ia going forward 
touch mora slowly than usnal, and that if must 
be known at home that second-crop toa has not 
yet wade its appearance at Hankow to any ex- 


ia finishod ; the warnings that have beon_reiter- 
ated year after yoar have baon justified at last. 
In‘a subsequent iasna the Daily News says::— 
The tea news from bome is not really so bad ag 
it seemed at first. Only common teas are losing 
monoy, 914 the market scomsa to bo strongthen- 
ing for good teas. eauwhils, there are only 
common teas on the market hore, which ‘buyers 
generally do not care to touch, and this restricts 
shipments, and must react’ favourably on th 
home market. é ” 
The foregoing paragraph olicited (he Following 
lottor signed “(.C.J.";--In thee days of over- 
production and keen competition we have to. be 
contonted with very little, but it was with some 
surprise that I gathered from your leaderette this 
morning that “the tea nows from homo is not 
yoally so bad ag it seamed at first,” and that the 
restriction of shipmenta “must rerot frvonrably 
on the home markets.” Tn speaking of the’resalts 
of the ahipments per Moyune, we must boar in 
mind the exceptionally favourable ciroumstancos 
ander which bor cargo was placed on thd London 
markat, that is to say, she is ‘2 week aboad of any 
other etaamer and the expart to London to date 
is by far the smalleat. that has been known for 
many yenrs. The quality af the crop is not so 
good ay last soasou, but it the opinion of many 
of our best exports it wasn orop suited to the 
London trade, in that it posuassed greater 
‘strongth than tast seagon’s teas. In apito of all 
this the Landon sales show the lowest range of 
prices ever witnessed for first arrivals, . With 


the pricos paid are not oqual te what might havo 
béon dxpocted, and if we look at the quotations 
for common teas, of which the crop chiefly con-

MARINE COURT OF ENQUIRY.

Mr. Commissioner Lay, in his roport on ‘the 
trade of Pakhoi for 1886, says:—From the few 
remarks which E have mace on trade, it will be 
seen that Pakhoi bas advanced oommeroially. 
Whilst it has pro:rressed in this line, it has also 
advanced politically. It is no longer a small 
fishing village under the divisional command of 
the General of Kao-chon: it has its own General, 
though at the present moment he is non-resident. 
This nesded change must lead before long to 
another which will offagt much good, and that in 
the appointment of a resident Trotini, Already 
the importance of Kan-chon iv secondary to Pak- 
hoi, and the day may therefore not be far dis- 
tent when the Taot’ai of Kuo-chou and Lion- 
ohon will be stationed here, instead of at Kao- 
chou, What the future of Pakbol will bo must 
depend mainly on the amount of attention it re- 
coives and the efforts which are mada to promote 
its progress; . Every endeavour should be exerted 
to favilitate- the conveyanve of mercbanidisa to 
and from the interior, with a view to strengthen: 
ing the connexion between tho port and Kwangai 
and Yiinuan, and so preventing the trade from 
being diverted into ‘othor channels. Tf once 
trade is diverted, Pakhoi will sink into insignifi- 
vance, and again become a fishiug village. This 
fate has boon predioted for it by a few pessimiats; 
bat it is not lakely to oocur just yet.

The report commented on by usin ourisgue 
of the, $0th June, that the Foreign Customs 
wera taking over tl ection of all mari- 
lime duties, whethy nm native or foreign 
vessels, in tho province of Kwangtung, waa,

- But whilat avowing thus our distrust 
‘o£ mortality statistica und of compari- 
sons bused thereon, we wish to point 
out that there is one remarkable.festure 
clinging .to mortality statistics, wherever 
they are collected in’ a painstaking and 
reliable mannar. In all parts of .the 
world, it appearr, sanitary stajistics prove 
that the rate of mortality varies direetly with 
dansity of population, “Our readors will pro- 
bably observe that this ia" no moré than, 
what comnion_sense and ordinary practical 
observation bas tnught every sensible wan 
all along, Just so, but nevertheless it is 
watisfactory to knuw, not by common belief 
onty, but by mathematical demonstration, in 
what surroucdings we can invariably expect 
to find an increased rate of mortality, Now,; 
taking the case of Bngland ard ‘Wales, 
where cenaus and registration arrangemerils 
nre, toa aay the least, as perfect as nnywhere 
elue in the world, we find the late Dr. Far, 
greuping the ‘several districts of Kogland 
and Wales according to the rates of mortali.. 
ty and comparing the’ reapective rater of 
mortality with, the doasily of popalgtion in 
each district, produced tables which show 
exactly what we mean. At ono end of the 
scale, the deaths per thousand of inhubitante 
were 15, 16, and 17, aud at, the other end 81, 
83, and 89, whilst the acres toa person in the 
corresponding districis wore 12, 4, and 9 at 
ha one end aod .01,.05, and ,07.at the other, 
In the Liverpadrats:cise;-the most unhealthy 
in England, the deaths wero 89-por thousand: 
of inhabitants and there were 106 peopla to 
the acre, These results’ of Dr. Pann's atae 
tistics aré confirmed by the Registrar Gene- 
ral'a Report fur 1885, which estimates tho 
rate of mortality in England and Wailea to 
be 81 per esnt. higher in utban disfricts than 
io rural, for although urban districts are de- 
fined by the Pablic Health Act.of 1875-ra- 
ther from an administrative than top 
vhical census point of view, aa. “Municipal 
boroughs and districts managed by Local 
Government Boards or Improvement Com> 
-iaissioners,” the distinction, whilst ‘pot ex- 
aotly identical with that of towa and country, 
coverd, broadly speaking, that of density and 
Spareness of population. Koowing then, 
both from: common sense observation and 
from statistical investigations, that, ao in.

Moreover, the question of 
compensation bna invariably turned up in 
connection with thie problem aid incneased 
the diffealty of finding a. antiafactory 
solution, The right of compensation. in the 
caae of Governmental interferance with land 
purchased on fixed conditions bas never 
been disputed by the authorities at howe. 
When the Inclosure Act of 1876 was pasang 
through Parliament, the Ministry of the day 
declared that “to probibit private inclosure 
would be to tamper with the righte of pro- 
ports, since, ifa right ‘to inclose ‘oxisted, it 
could not be fairly taken away without com- 
ponsation.”” The whole’ subject is thus be- 
set with difficulties, in the face of which 
xoabness of procedure ia to ba deprecated.

Now here ia a duty ready to Hie Excellency’s 
hand.

Nothing atands in 
the way of its immadiate performance. Un- 
hke the disputed clauses of tho Public Health 
Bill, it involves no sacrifice of property.

Bente are higher in Hoagkong than in any 
other city in ‘Asia, and in Europe it is only 
in the cammercial or fashionable cantres of 
large cities thal they aan be equalled. At 
otabay an agitation on the want of room 
and high rents has lately been going on, 
butin thatcity ihe ranteare little more than 
half of what they are in Hongkong. Soving 
the state of affairs which exists, and which 
Presses 20 hardly on the poorer classes, it is 
surely time the Government adopted a more 
Uberal policy with rogard to the land it 
holds locked up,

As the mevting ko- 
s'petition had boon prasentad to His Excel’. acy 
Major-General Cameron asking for a post pono. 
ment of tho svcund reading in order to give them 
time to formulate their objvotious ayainst the 
Bill; bat his Excolloncy bad refused to graut 
their petition and said the Bill must bo read a 
a‘oond time during the first week in July. Thu 
unofficial mombers ofthe Legislative Council wore 
all opposed to the Bill but they were outnum- 
bored and outvoted by tho official mambers.
